er's outfit. Could I have put ray Ship 
as far north as I intended, and as I 
could have done had she been equal 
to the requirements, I could have 
made the pole. 


"Possibly, bad I covered the 350 


miles between where I turned back 
and the pole. I might 
have added 


nothing to our information as to ex- 
treme polar conditions. We can very 
well conjecture conditions surround- 
ing the pole. I am confident it is in 
the ocean, that is, that no land is 
there. 0£ course, the great 
thing 


would have been to attain what I 
strove for.

keen, and jet I think I have done all 
any man could have done under the 
circumstances. 


"Money will do it—money in 
the 


right hand?. No, not millions, either; 
two hundred thousand would do it 
For this amount 1 could keep a party 
in the north 10 years, and follo-.v m> 
original plan for marching my stages 
on the pole. A good ship, plenty ol 
time and sufficient monpy will do it" 


Peary's troxcn foot is doing well, 


and he believes he may be able to pull 
tt through without the threatened op- 
eration. 


Lieut. Pf-ary arrived here last even- 


ing with Mrs. Peary and their joung 
laughter, Marie, and is now engaged 
in the settlement of the estate of his 
mother, who died here a year ago 
The lieutenant was warmly welcomed 
to the place of his nativity. He will

langerous, though temporarily disab- 
ling. 


The president enjoyed the most re- 


treshing sleep last night that he has 
had since starting on his western trip, 
and felt so well this morning that he 
wanted to get out of bed and sit in the 
parlor of his car. He, however, fol- 
lowed the advice of his doctors and did 
not arise. 


Arrangements hare been, completed 


tor removing the president from his 
oar when "Washington is reached to 
22 Jackson place, the temporary ex- 
ecutive offices. A carriage will be in 
waiting at 6:30 o'clock, at 
which 


time the train is due there, and the 
^resident will be placed in a chair and 
carried to it.

A triple ascencion had been planned 


by Professor and Mademoiselle Staf- 
ord: and Girard, their assistant No 
sooner had the balloon been 
freed 


ivhen it was seen that something was 
vrong. 


The woman cut loose at once and 


did not leave the ground. When the 
oalloon had risen 400 feet, Professor 
Stafford's parachute was seen to drop 
and spread and he alighted safely. 


The parachute had barely left the 


jalloon when the latter ripped 
in 


halves and collapsed. Girard fell to 
the -earth like a shot, striking with 
awful force. He was taken to the hos- 
pital and an examination showed that 
his spine was broken in two places. 
He died twenty minutes later. 


Girard was an assumed name, but 


t is thought that the man belonged in 
Boston. He was 
about 
twenty-six 


years old. 


A WOMAN'S CRIME. 


She Stabs Her Husband, Then Cuts 


Her Own Throat. 


New York, Sept. 24.—In response to 


a call from the Maspeth police an am- 
mlance was sent early today from a 
Brooklyn hospital on a tour-mile run 
to the home of Joseph Alstrefski. The 
ambulance surgeon found the man 
lying on the floor in a pool ot blood. 


"My wife stab-oed me," he gasped. 


'She had been drinking, and was abus- 
ng our daughter when I came home. 
! protested, and she stabbed me." 


The woman lay en a bed apparently 


asleep. 


The surgeon began to work on Al- 


strefski's wound, and a policeman or- 
lered the woman to get up and go 
with him to the station. While 
his 


jack was turned for a moment the 
woman jumped up, snatched her hus- 
oand's razor and cut her throat from 
ar to ear before the policeman could 
stop her. Then both man and 
wife 


were hurriedly earned to the hospital, 
nit the physicians say neither can re- 
covor.

This to how to make an open air 


playhouse of a large umbrella: Tie a 
strong piece of twine securely to the 
end of each of the ribs and tie the 
loose end of each piece of twine around 
he notch cat in m pouted wooden peg 


short distance from its top. This 


will give an umbrella with a fringe of 
dangling pegs. Open the umbrella and 


THE 


fasten the handle securely to a long, 
sharp pointed stick, binding the two 
ogether with strong twine. First run 
one end of the twine down the length 
you intend binding, allowing enough 
to tie at the bottom; then commence 
binding at the top over all three—the 
umbrella handle, the twine and the 
stick. Wind the string around very 
tight, and when yon reach the bottom 
tie the twine yon hold to the loose end 
of the length under the wrappings. 
Examine carefully and be sure the 
handle does not slide or twist on the 
stick; then push the point of the stick 
down into the ground at the place de- 
cided upon for the playhouse. If you 
are not strong enough to erect the 
house by yourself, ask some compan- 
ions to lend a hand and help sink the 
stick firmly in the earth. When this 
IB accomplished, stretch out 
each 


length of twine in turn and drive the 
peg in the ground. Yon will need a 
•wide ruffle of some kind of material 
long enough to reach around the outer 
circle of pegs when it falls from the 
umbrella. The stretched twine will 
hold the ruffle out, forming an odd lit- 
tle playhouse with a smooth, round

It seems that every once in so often 


one or the other of the railway engine- 
men's organizations is attacked by an 
overwhelming desire to perform some 
fool act. The Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen has given us the latest 
piece of asiniuity. At its meeting in 
Chattanooga recently it elected Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt '-honorary 
grand member of the order." Whether 
the convention took snap judgment on 
the president or whether the whole job 
was carefully put up in advance of the 
meeting and prior to Mr. Roosevelt's 
southern trip only those on the inside 
are able to say. The man up a tree, 
however, thinks he can discern the fine 
Italian'-hand of Frank P. Sargent in 
the game. Sargent appears to be very 
solid with the chief executive, and the 
cards are stacked to give the ex-grand 
chief of the brotherhood a better job 
than that of commissioner general of 
Immigration, which he now holds. Mr. 
Sargent would like to get into the cabi- 
net of his friend, the president and 
thought of setting his pegs for the sec- 
retaryship of commerce and labor 
should that department be established 
by congress.- But as the ex-locomotive 
fireman is not likely to prove satisfac- 
tory to the commercial interests of the 
country Frank was compelled to turn 
bis eyes in another direction. So he 
DOW has his weather optic fastened on 
n chair in the interstate commerce 
commission. He probably thinks that 
bis experience with the coal scoop and 
the tallow' pot, with an occasional 
glance at the switch lights ahead and 
the red lights behind, especially fits 
him for supervising the doings of the 
great interstate railways, and here he 
uiay be right. But that he should find 
it necessary to play sudh a silly game 
as was played at Chattanooga would 
indicate that he doesn't feel cocksure 
that his pull with the president is 
strong enough to land that job. 


Allowing that the presence of Mr. 


Roosevelt at Chattanooga during the 
meeting of the brotherhood was not 
prearranged, then there could be no 
harm In the firemen _asking him to at- 
tend their meeting, with the usual 
strenuosity talk trimmings, but when 
the convention overturned its own cus- 
toms and the rules governing all well 
regulated 
labor organizations 
and 


placed 'tipon its rolls the name of one 
who is not now and never was a fire- 
man or a railroader in any capacity it 
allowed itself to be made the vehicle 
of a tricky political game and thereby 
brought into contempt every member 
of the organization. 
In expressing 


this opinion I do not intend any disre- 
spect toward the president. 


This Chattanooga incident remind? 


me of a bit of ancient brotherhood his- 
tory. Away back about twenty years 
ago this same organization held its 
annual convention in Denver. The 
Rev. Heary "Ward Beecher, who was 
touring the country, lecturing in the 
principal cities, happened to be in 
Denver during the firemen's conven- 
tion. Mr. Beecher was invited to at- 
tend one of the sessions of tho broth- 
erhood. He accepted and made au ad- 
dress that was full of the pretty things 
of which the late Mr. Beecber was so 
thoroughly the master. Eugene V, 
Debs was secretary of the brother- 
hood at that time and editor of the of- 
ficial magazine. In the issue of the 
magazine immediately following the 
convention there appeared an editorial 
which puffed and strutted and threw 
out its chest as it patted the brother- 
hood on the back because, forsooth, 
the greatest of American preachers 
had deigned to appear at the conven- 
tion and say a great many things in 
praise of the locomotive firemen. The 
undersigned was conducting a labor 
paper in Denver at that time, and 
when he rear! that editorial in the 
Firemen's Magazine he became very 
warm under the collar. Forthwith ho 
began to write things for the next 
Issue of his paper. With the proper 
introduction, running comment and 
closing sentences he proceeded, to re- 
mind the editor of the 
Firemen's 


Magazine that on a previous lecture 
tour the Rev. Mr. Beecher had de- 
nounced labor organizations nnd had 
declared that a dollar & day was 
enough to pay any workingman and 
that that lecture was based upon the 
great railway strike of 1877, for which 
the locomotive firemen more than any 
other class of workers was responsi- 
ble. 


The editor of the Firemen's Magn 


zine shortly afterward acknowledged 
the corn, nnd that he has made 
amends for the error no one who 
knows him or of him will deny. 


But it seems necessary for high ofH 


cials in the railway engincmen's orgnn 
izatfon to innke bad breaks. It mny be 
that watching tho wheels go round in 
tho days when they were "working nt 
tho business" gave them a chronic case 
of "wheels." 
j Why, In August nt Chnntnuqun, N. 
lY., during a lecture Frank Sargent an- 
nounced without qualification thnt he 
iwns opposed to strikes. What sort of n 
labor lender or friend of labor Is ho 
, who denounces the best friend tho 
workingman has? AH labor men agree 
thnt the- strike should bo employed only 
nftcr nil other menus of securing Just 
conditions have failed, but no well in- 
formed friend of the worklngmnn un- 
qualifiedly condemns tho strike nor 
apologizes- for it, Tho courts of 1ho 
land hnvo boon compelled to rocognlwi 
tho right of Inbor Individually or col- 
lectively to strike In support of Its de- 
mands. But the ox-grand chief of tho 
Hrotherbood of Locomotive Firemen, « 


ruan with a job in Washington, says be 
!s upiwsed to strikes. 


The Uricklayers and Masons' union 


has also done a little bu&iuess iu the 
presidential Hne, and it went th« fire- 
men one better by considering the pro- 
posal to muke a member out of a politi- 
cian who so far has had only a hanker- 
ing after the presidency. Jt will U? re- 
numbered that this uuion made the 
late President McKinley a mwnbi-r be- 
cause he was going to lay the- corner- 
stone of the federal building iu Chica- 
go. A short lime ago the local Urick- 
iayc-rs and Masons' unioo of Cleveland 
gave notice to the Salvation Army offi- 
cials of that city that before Senator 
Ilanna could lay the cornerstone of the 
army's new building he must become- a 
member of the union. How the matter 
ended I haven't learned. What loin- 
foolery it is to claim that the act of 
laying a Cornerstone is performing the 
work of a journeyman masou! The 
claim Is a mere subterfuge, and the 
object is the opposite of creditable to 
an organization of American worth!:;-1 
men. It is gratifying, hotrevt-r, to 
know that many members of the two 
organizations which have been guilty 
of such toadying are as disgusted with 
it as are all other dignified and self re- 
specting workingmen. 


The 
mountain 
has 
labored and 


brought forth a mouse. Something over 
two months ago Carroll P. Wrijrht. fed- 
eral commissioner of labor, visited Xew 
York under orders from the president 
for the purpose of inquiring into tho 
causes of the anthracite coal miners' 
strike and to suggest a method of set- 
tling the difficulty. For a couple of 
weeks Colonel Wright wrestled with 
the problem. He investigated, and he 
inquired. He held long and secret con- 
fabs with the big bugs of coaldom, and 
he studied, sifted and sorted the griev- 
ances of the miners. There was au air 
of mystery about the colonel's move- 
ments, and the most energetic aud per- 
.sistent newspaper men could learn 
'nothing of consequence about his do- 
ings or his conclusions. It was :i case 
of whisper, tread softly; the colonel is 
Incubating some entirely new ideas on 
the subject of strikes and will hatch 
the most wonderful Industrial scheme 
the world lias ever heard of. Well, 
after a fortnight of this sort of thing 
Mr. Wright went back to Washington, 
maintaining his mysterious manner to 
the last.

He read about Parry 
and Grinnell nnd Sir John Franklin 
and Dr. Kane and Lieutenant Grecly. 
In 1891 Peary determined to set out for 
the pole himself. He did so, and again 
the following year, making valuable 
discoveries. In 
ordr-r to raise the 


necessary money for the trip of 1S02 
be lectured, wrote a book; Mrs. Peary 
wrote a book, and finally Peary was 
compelled to exhibit his boat, the Fal- 
con, at the various United States sea- 
port cities, charging 25 cents admis- 
sion. In June, 1S93, he started. Then 
he started on another expedition in 
1895. In 1S96 and 1897 Peary made two 
more voyages for the pole. 


Influential friends secured him a four 


years' leave of absence from tho uavy 
department, and in January, 1899. the 
Peary Arctic club was 
organized. 


Morris K. Jesup was elected president 
and Herbert L. Brklsrman secretarj". 
Frederick A. Hyde vice president and 
Henry W. Cannon treasurer.

In the winter of 1900 Lieutenant

long march to Fort Conger, and after 
lying helpless for six weeks he re- 
turned to the Windward at Cape S;i- 
biue, strapped to a sledge.

The expedition from which it may 


hopefully be asbumed Lieutenant Pea- 
ry is now returning started out from 
,Cape Sabine three yenrs ngo. It was 
to be his last nttempt to reach tho 
north pole. Mrs. Peary and Marie, 
who were then with him, were to re- 
turn 011 the Windward to the United 
(States, which they did, reaching New 
York in March, 1899. The lieutenant 
wns to continue his explorations until 
May, 1902, when he Viouid return to 
Cape Sabine and there awnit the com- 
ing of the Windward to bring him 
home. It was in pursuance of this 
plan that Mrs. Peary and her daughter 
went northward on the Windward last 
July. 


Prom tho time Lieutenant Penry left 


Cnpe Snbine in 1S99 no word came 
from him until 1901, when the nrctic 
ship Diana brought n long message 
telling of his exploits in the spring 
campaign of 1000. He had accomplish- 
ed much, but he had not reached the 
pole. Ho hnd discovered that Green- 
land wns an island, nud he h.nd planted 
the American flag at the highest lati- 
tude ever attained in this hemisphere, 
83 degrees 50 minutes north. In the 
spring of 1901 Peary again tried for 
the pole, but did not succeed. 


At Cape Sabine the relief ship Erik 


found him preparing for his third nnd 
Inst attempt to reach the pole in the 
spring of this year. lie promised Mrs. 
Penry that after the attempt of the 
spring of 1902 he would glvo up nil 
further nrctic exploration. Tho mes- 
sage the Erik brought back showed 
the lieutenant to be still full of courage 
nnd hope. He wrote that he wns moro 


ever nnd thnt he felt 
in 1S102.

Armstrong, who had come down from 
Eliot on the last car, which does not 
connect with the ferrj;, was walking 
across Portsmouth bridge, when his 
attention was arrested by loud cries 
for help from the river. He peerea 
over the railing of the bridge, but in 
the darkness failed to discern the ap- 
parently drowning man, and then hur- 
ried along in search of aid. 


He had gone but a short distance 


when he came upon a party of men In 
a team, who returned witb him to the 
place where he had heatd the cries. 
Upon their arrival, 
however, they 


found that the man had been rescued 
by John Billings, the gate keeper at 
Noble's Island crossing. 


Mr. Billings had also 
heard 
the 


calls for help, and providing himself 
with a long rope, hurried to the im- 
periled man's assistance.
